Regina, Srsk.—Interviewed — regard-

SHIPMENTS FOR 1909 EXCEED ALL 
FORMER YEARS 


The Passing of the Large Ranches 
Does not Appear to Effect the Cattle 
Trade in this Province—Mixed 
Farming and Stock Raising is Now 
Firmly Established, and the, Cattle 
Industry is on More Stable Lines. 


Calgary.—The high-water mark of 
cattle shipmeats trom Alberta’ was 
reached in 1906, according to a C, P. 
R. statement. ‘doe breaking up of 
large ranches into smaller areas aevot= 
ea to mixed daroung was confidently 
predicted to be the aeath knell of the 
cattle trade in this provinee, This 
preaiction has not only not material- 
zed but the cause specified is shown 
io have quite the coutrary effect, The 
figures for 1909 have not only reached 
but have passed the record of the fat 
year, It may be that large numbers 
of brecuing stock were sent out conse- 
quent on restriction of ranges in the 
south and east, but on the other hand 
hundreds of small farmers have each 
contributed a few matured animals, 
aggregating a total apparently suftici- 
ent to counteract the effect of the dis- 
persion of the large herds, 

Mixed farming and stock feeding is 
now firmly established, and is spread- 
ing so rapidly that a year or two 
should see the cattle industry on more 
stable and economic lines than was 
possible under the old order of things. 

The heaviest increase in output is 
where the rancher has been displaced 
for the longest period and the districts 
become more thickly settled. 

The output hes been distributed 


;Over a greater part of the year than 
|formerly—the natural result of multi- 


plied ownership and increase in feed- 
ing camps now existing over former 
range country. 

In the territory north and north-east 
of Calgary served by the Calgary and 
Edmonton line and) the Wetaskiwin 
and Lacombe branches, the figures for 
1908 show an increase over 1907 of 65 
per cent, on cattle, sheep and hogs re- 
spectively, 

This portion of Alberta has the larg- 
est-number of small farms and 
ranches, it is theretore  conelusive 
ae that the stock industry is not 
wing destroyed by settlement, 

Another satisfactory feature is that 
the returns to the producer have been 
highly setisfactory and the amount 
of money distributed over this cattle- 
produci ig nrea hes strengethened the 
determination of the small rancher to 
remein in the business 

Shipments cf horses show a satisfac. 
tory increases of prices shunhtly in ad- 
vance of 1908 and foreisn inquiries 
backing the local demand should tend 
still further rise in values of 
first-class animais. 

While shipme.«ts of hogs were con- 
siderably in excess of 1908, the supply 
has not neerly reached othe demand, 
notwithstanding higher prices and 
more steady markets than have pre: 
vailed for years. However, the fact 
that shipments are now being made 
from districts where hitherto there 
have been none, is proof of, the exten- 


jsion of mixed farming over new areas.
